Wherefore (O England )E || © 
wouldeto God all England hearde my 
voyce (& would my voyce might ſinke 
into your hearts,as it doth found in your 
eares) Itistimeto leaue of labouring for 
worldly pelfe;and to takerhe breadand 
water ofaffli&io with Michaiah: tomin» 
gle thy breade with aſhes, and thy drinke 
with weeping,with Dauid : & tocatethe 
bread of Barley and beanes with Ezgchi- 
&. As our Sauiour ſpaketo the Tewes 
of the Scribes and Phariſies, ſo ſayIto 
you ofthe Papiſtes, Voleſle your righ- 
teoulſneſſe exceede the righteoufneſſe of 
the Scribes and Phariſtes, I meane Pa- 
piſtes and Romaniſtes, Youſhall never 
enter into the kivgdome of G OD. 
But alas for pitic,alas for ſhame, are not 
many that. beare the name of Prote- 
ſtantes , and Goſpellers, inferiour too 
them? We yſe our libertic as acloake 
of looſeneſſe', wee -turne the grace of 
_ God into wanfonneſic,and the glorious 
ho i > nuns Goſpell 
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gbipell of Teſus Chriſt into lewdneſſe. 
Are not wee come from the exceſle , ro 
the defeR > from blinde zeale, to wilfull 
vngodlinefſe? from ignorauncein dark- 
nefle , to wickednefle in knoweledge? 
from many Gods, to noe God ? from 
papiſme, to Athiſme?from ſuperſtition, 
roirreligion ? they did faſt often, weſel- 
dome :'they came to the Church inthe 
night , we ſcarſe in the day: they gaue 
almes,we line to our ſclues. I condemne 
notal,l ſpeake of many . Did the Papſtes 
theſe things for merit,for deſert, for ſatiſ 
fation,&ſhould not we doe them of du- 
tie,of pittie,of pictic and charitie? They 
did 50n4,but not bene: good things, but 
toan ill ende. We now know what is be- 
ne,let vs doe bona, Did they theſe things 
in darknes? ſhould not wee doe them 1n 
light? they inthe night; & not wein the 
day? they in blindnes, not wein knowe- 
ledge? they in ſuperſtition, & not we in 
religion?they toart ill end,& not wetoa 
good end?they at the commaundement 
of man ,of the Pope: not wee at the 
commaundement of God , of Chriſte? 
Nay, this is the ſaying of the worlde :

Doeth he frequent the Church? heis an 
pocrite: doeth he falt;he wilbe ſaued 
by his workes.Doth he giuealmeshe is 
aPapiſt . O miſerable worlde,wherein 
prayer is counted hypocrific : zeale is 
counted folly; faſting and almes deedes 
are counted poperie'. But what isthe 
cauſe of this? becauſe we all labour tor 
that meate which periſheth. Do not the 
Papilts call vs looſe libertines , carnall 
Goſpellers, wanton Epicures ?doe not 
they in their motions make this an 
argument, to proue that they haue the 
true Church 2 becauſe they faſt, praye, 
giue almes more then wee : becauſe 
Papiſts, colledges haue beene founded, 
churches ercRed,ſcholes builded , and 
almes houſes ſet vp,and maintained: O 
happy were we(for great ſhould ourre- 
warde bein wav, 4 for the name of 
Chriſt onely we were euil ſpoken of:but 
if we contemne prayer , deſpilc faſting, 
abhorrealmes deedes , pull from chur- 


ches,defraud the miniſters,throw down. 


almes houſes,gape after colledge lands, 
pluck at their formes(asitis too truein 
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many Engliſhmeatthis day)thenI m 
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ſay, O miſerable wretches . Fropter nos 
male audit nomen Det mter Gentes , inter 
Papiſtas.By reaſo of vs the name of God 
is blaſphemed among the Gentiles ,'a 
mong the Papiſtes, Let ourSauiour le- 
ſus counſaile vs ; make you bags, which 
waxe notolde, a treaſure that can neuer 
fayle in heauen; let Paule giue you rea- 
ſons, Firſt, godlynes is great gaine , if a 
man be content with thathee hath. Se- 
condly, wee brought nothing into this 
worlde,neither ſhall wee cary any thing 
out, Thirdly,they that wilberich,fal into Zak, : 
temptation,& ſnares, 8 into many foo» 1.Tww,6, 
liſh & noifome luſts, which drown men 
in perditio & deſtruRion.4,the deſire of - 
mony is theroote of al euil,which while 
ſome luſted after, they erred fromthe 
faith,and pearced themſelues thorough 
with many ſorowes.

Miniſters of Ieſus Chriſt 2 Are you 
Proteſtantes , you Gofpellers, you Chri- 
ftians > You are Athiſtes , Epicures, 
that ſay1n your hearts there is no God, 
But perhaps fewe are heere of whom 
I ſpeake:letme vtter a few words royou 
merchant men,whom I ſee preſent, and 
fo I willend. Although Mercuric, (who 
was ſuppoſed to beethe God of mer- 
.chants,)had winges on his feet, and had 
alwayes a cockeby his fide, to ſignifi 


that merchanrtes ſhoulde be ſwift in their 
bufinefle,ſhould be vigilant as the cock, 


orriſe at the cocke crowing: yet labour 
not to greedily,to carefully for this meat 
for as the good hath in one hand a ſcep* 
ter to giue kingdos, wealth, & riches: ſo 
heispicured to haue in his other hand 
arod wraptin ſnaks,to giue poyſon, ru- 
ine and death : beware, leaſt while you 
gape for the ſcepter, you receiue ſnakes. 
And although your G OD isfaide to 
hauc kylled Argos, who had a hundred 
cies: leaſt Argos 'ſhoulde perceive the 
yniuſt dealyng of the Merchaunres , 
yet the Lorde your G O D Jyueth, 
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who ſearcheth the corners , ſeeth the 
bottome, heareth the motions , and 
.ynderſtandeth the thoughtes of your 
heartes, - But what ſayeth the Prophet ? 
All men ſhoulde prayſe the Lorde, bur 
aboue all other, merchantesare bound 
to performe the ſame.

land: fulneſſe of bread , gluttony tri- 
umpheth in England : idieneſſe idle- 
nefle is ſuccoured in Englande : con» 
tempt ofthe poore, & beholde this ſin,

though the Lorde woulde make win. 2.Reg.7. 
dowes in the heauen , could this come 


what are they amongſt ſo many ? It 1 ho 6 
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hath,as a Queene gotte the vpper hand 
in England.Aboue all other vices, The 
way to heauenis a narrow way,the gate 
isa ſtraight gare : then wee muſt ſtriue 
and labour toenter in. The kingdome 
of heaut is atreaſure hidin the ground, 
itisapearle of great price in a fafconn 
try; then muſt we take our ſpade & dig: 
then muſt we enter into ſhip , and paſle 
ouer the ſeas. Wearein the Lords Vin- 
yarde, not they that ſleepe and are idle 
ſhall haue their penny at night; bur they 
that worke and labour . Thouarr pro- 
miſed to hane,but thou muſt aske, and 
haue : thou ſhalt finde, but thou muſt 
ſeeke and finde; itſhalbe opened vnto 
thee, but thou muſt firſt knocke , and 
then it ſhalbe opened. Knocke like the 
wom4 of Canaan,who continued knoc- 
king , although ſhee was three times re- 
pelled, and the gate of mercie was ſhut 
againſt her, not that ſhe ſhould not en- 
ter in : butthat with more earneſtnes, 
defire , and vehemencic ſhee myghr 


kaocke, and cuen prye thorowe the 
chunkes 


at Chriſtes (hurch, it 


chinkesof the gate: ſo muſt wee labour 
by prayer for our meate , and though 
we hauc not our petitionsat the firſt, {e- 
cond,and third knocking , yet we muſt 
knocke : as Peter continued knocking 4,7 9. 
at the dore, before hee coulde come in. 
Labour to ſee Chriſt, as Zacheus, who, Lak-19. 
being a man of worſhip, in the middes 
of a citie,did climb ypon a wild Figtree, 
like a boy to ſee Chriſt, becauſe he wasa 
man of lowe ſtature, and coulde not ſee 
Chriſt for the preaſe. 

Let vs labour by fayth,as did the ſick 
of the palſey , to come to Chriſt , who 
ſeeing hee could not goe in at thedore, 
for the multitude,was let down thorow 
the roof of the houſe,which they vnco- | 
uered.Let ys labor by faith to touch the Mar.2. 
very hem of Chriſtes garment , as did 
the woman , who had an iflue of blood 
twelue yeares , and had ſpente all her 
money on Phifitians , It weethusla-. y,,, 2. 
bour, ſaluation wil come into Zache. 
us houſe, the dropſic ſhall bee cured, 
the iſſue of blood ſhalbe topped . Re- 
member what a1orny the queen ofSaba 

| tooke , 
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tooke tocometo heare the wiſedome of 
Solomon : Remember the trauell of the 
Eunuche of Ethiopia , Candaces the 
Queene of the Echtoptans chiefe gouer- 
 nour,who had the rule of al her treaſure, 
and came to Hicruſalem to worſhip: Re. 
member the long iourney of the wiſeme 
who came from the farthelt parte of the 
Eaſtto ſee Chriſt. The Iewes went ypeue 
ry yeere to Hieruſalem , the Papiſtes tra- 
uaile farre and wide on Pilgrimage,toſee 
reliques,dead mens bones,monuments, 
images,monaſteries,and ſuch liketrum- 
perie, and they thinke theyr labour well 
beſtowed. 

All theſe ſhall ryſe when the trum- 
pet ſhall ſound, and ſhalbe able to con- 
demne vs,it we will take no paines,ſuf- 
ferno labour, moue ſcarſea foote , to 
heare the word of God, to receiue the 
everlaſting NeRar, and the heauenly 
Ambroſia, to refreſh,to nouriſh, to che- 
riſh,yea to preſerue our ſoules vnto cuer« 
laſting life . But whatis meate inthis 
place ? whatſoeuer pertaineth to the re- 


nuing and amendment ofthis —_ 
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The chiefeſt part wherof , is that,which 
is hid from the wiſe and mightie of the 
worlde, that whichis receined of the 
poore and ſimple , that which is the 
power of God vnto ſaluation , to cuery 
onethar belecueth the glorious Goſpel 
of Teſus Chriſt ; and becauſe mear doth 
not nouriſh a dead carcaſſe , we muſt la- 
bour for fayth,the life of the ſoule ; and 
becauſe -this meate cannot bee di- 
peſted in our ſoules, without the effec- 
tuall operation of Gods ſpirit, we muſt 
thirdly labour for the holy Ghoſt; who 
is promiſed to be giuen to all them that 
in aright and true prayer ſhall aske for 
him of the Father in the name of the 
ſonne , although hee deſcend not like a 


doue;as vpon our Sautour , norin the fat. 
forme of clouen and fieric tongues , as At?.2, 


ypon the Apoſtles, He is now to be ſent 
not to be ſcen of our bodily eies: but in» 
toour hatts,where he cryeth, Abba, Fa- 
ther,as the Apoſtle ſaith; becauſe we are 
ſonnes , God hath ſent forth the ſpirjte 
of his ſonne, mto our heartes, which 
cryeth, Abbagfather . It is a true ſaying, 


Bona magis carendo, quam: fruendo ſenti- 
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ws. We better perceine and feele the 
commoditic of a thing, when we lacke 
it,then when we hauc it. For who doth 
better conſider the benefit of the warm 
fire, then he that isfroſea with colde? 
| who doeth better thinke on the com- 
moditie of libertie, then the pryſoner ? 
who docth better remember the yſe of 
apparell,then he which is naked ? who 
oeth moreeſtceme of meate,then hee 
that is almoſt famiſhed > for atter a 
long colde winter, alittle ſun ſhining 18 
fayre weather ; after great ſorowe , one 
dayes pleaſure is a paradiſe; after along 
bloody warre , alittle peace is amerye 
world; andafterlong hunger , browne 
breadis good cheare. TG 
Now if weecould eyther thinke on 
theirextreame miſerie,who like the wo- 
man of Canaan,like hnngrydogs would 
| gladly picke vpthe crummes , that, tall 
rom our table , and can haue no more 
_ of them, thenthe prodigallſonne had 
of the {wines huskes : orat leaſt woulds 
call to minde our owne miſerable; fas 
mine,when like poore Lazarus, wee lay

at {biftes Charch. 


begging attherich mans gate, dogges 
hauing more mercy then men, and wee 
no more ſatiſhed then Tantaluswith his 
apples . We would no doubr labour to 
obtaine by Chriſt,not houſes,orlinings 
as thatScribe : not to bee Lordes and 
Dukes, as Iames and Tohn ; not to haue 
belly cheare, as in this place the Jewes 
did : butfor the meate of the ſoule, 
which endureth vnto euerlaſting lyfe; 
But what was our famine , how were 
we vſed ; orrather abuſed 2 Sower lea 
uen was put toour ſweete bread; Colo- 
quintida was caſt into our potage: chaf 
YE FF thrown among our wheate:ſand ming- 
ne F led with our dough : amongſt our gold 
there was drofſe : wee had water for 
wine: brafle for filuer; thecuppe ofthe 
whore,for the cup of the Lord: wormes 
woodesfor hony: gall for Manna: the 
legende, for the Goſpell ; wolues, for 
ſhepheards : the inuentionsof man,for 
the commaundementes of God : man 
for God : Antichriſt,for Chriſt : the ſon 
of perdition , forthe ſonne of G OD, 

Agayne,the worde was Cy yN- 
C2 9 
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to'vs in a-ſtraunge tongue; that nei- 
ther we could tcl how to daunce, when 
they blewe the pipe,nor how to behaue 
our {clues in battaile , when they did 
ſound the trampet : neither the ynder- 
, ſtanding was bettered, nor the congre- 
gation edified , northe ynlearned, at 
the giuing of thanks,coulde ſay Amenz 
but they were Barbarians to vs, and we 
Barbarians to them, 

Furthermore, the common people 
might not reade the worde, they might 
not oncetaſte of that heauenly foode, 
vuleſſethe Pricſtes had firſt chewed it in 
their own mouths; whoſe mouths were 
full of bitterneſle , whole throates were 
open ſepulchres, whoſe teeth were ve- 
nomous,whoſe tongues were ful of de- 
ceite, vnder whoſe lippes was the poy- 
ſon of aſpes: whodid cate vp the Lords 
people as bread, whoſe feete were ſwift 
to ſhedde the blood of Saints,but right 
deare inthe ſight of the Lorde is the 
death of his Sainrtes, 


But why might not the peoplereade 
the word, taſte this meate ? they (for- 


ſooth) gathered damnable crrours,and 
ſucked 


' uen beforemen , they themſelues will 
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ſucked out thence deadly poyſon , Be- 
cauſe our Sautour ſayde: 1tis giuen to 
you to know the ſecreetes of the king- 
dome of heauen , butto them it is not 
given. Becauſe hee ſayd again: giue not 447» 
that which is holy to dogges , neither 

caſt ye your pearls before (wine. nt 
Firſt, aunſwere, that Vzza for putting 1.Chrox. 1 3o i of 
forth his hande to holde the arke,when "n 
the oxen did ſhake it , died before the 2,Chyoy,25, ® 
Lorde : that Vzziah burned incenſe, '4 
and was therefore {troken with alepro- 

ſie, becauſe they vſurped the offices of 

the Prieſtes and Leuires, contrary to the 
exprefie commaundement of God. Bur 

if this was ſpoken to all, and be the du- 1.5. 
tieof all Chriſtians, ſearche the {crip- 
tures.I donotonly ſay wo vnto the, be- 
cauſe they ſhut yp the kingdome of hea-

not goe in, nor ſuffer them to goe, that 
wouldenter : but I exhorte them to re- 
member the blinde zeale of Chriſtes 
Diſciples , tn forbiddinge children to 
comevynto him, rebuked : fuffer little 
childrento cometo mee, and forbidde 
them not: the blinde zeale of Ioſhua re- 4247.1 g, 
F.3, queſting 
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rv Molesto forbid Elcad andMe- 
ad ro prophecie,reprehended:1 would 
roGod thatall the Lords peoplewere 
Prophets. 

The blinde zeale of Tohn , willing 
' Chriſt to forbidde one to caſt out deuils 
in his name, miſliked , ſuffer him, hee 
thatis not againſt me, is with me, The 
blind zeale of Nadab and Abihu, be- 
cauſe they offered ſtraunge fire ,; con 
demned ; who becauſe theyoffered nor 
that fire, which came from heauen, but 
ſtraunge fire, were deuoured of fire. An 
everlaſting fire is reſerued for thoſe , 
which have troaden vnder foote the 
dodrin that came from heauen,8& haue 
broughtin ſtraung dodrine, which ne- 
uer was in heauen . As that fire, ſo this 
meate came from heauen : in this they 
differ , thar fire endured onely to the 
captiuitic of Babylon:bur this meat en+ 
dureth vntocuerlaſting life, Wherfore, 
though Peter, or Paule: though Gabri- 
el,or Michael, Cherubim,or Seraphim, 
teach any otherthing,thE that we haue 
receiued of the Lord, who came downe 
from heauen , and broughtthus —_ 
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from heauen, let him be accurſed: as I 
faid before, ſo I ſay again:if any of theſe 
bring any thing beſides that, which we 


| hauerecciued ofthe Lord,let them,and 


euery one of them, be accurſed-Second- 
ly,I anſwer, that though the ſpider doe 
gather poyſon,where the Bee doth ſuck 
hony,yetthereis no poiſon inthe {weet 
flower, but the corrupt humourthat is 
in the ſpyder,doth turne the ſweet iuyce 
into poiſon: ſo therearenoerrouts,nor 
hereſies in theword of god,butthe cor- 
rupt & venomous nature of man, doth 
turn the comfortable ſap of Gods word 
into deadly poyſon, Now, if the ſpyder 
ather poyſon, let not therfore the Bee 
driuen from the flowers:though the 
ſons of Satan, doe gather errours, and 
ſuck that which vnto themis poiſon;yet 
tet not therfore the children of GOD, 
be forbidden toſucke mylke , which 
Hall (aue their ſoules.Chriſt is put both 
for the fall , and alſo for the ryſing, a-

hid , it is hid to themrhat are loſt,it is

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ynto lyfe . Itisnorgiuen torhem to 
knowe the miſteries : whoare they, to 
whom it is not giuen ?1t followerh, that 


, people,whoſe heartis waxed fat, whoſe 


eares are dullot hearing , who winke 
with their cies, leaſt with their eies they 
ſhoulde fee, and heare with theircares, 
and ynderſtand withtheir heartes , and 
ſhould returne,thatI might heale them, 
The Goſpell (ſaieth Paule) is the miſte- 
rie hid ſince the world began, and from 
all ages, but nowe is made manifeſt to 
the Saintes of God, to whom GOD 
would make knowne what is the riches 
of his glorious miſteric among the gen« 
tiles . Dogs muſt not haue that which is 
holy. There is a dogge,which turneth a« 
bout, and teareth them that doe offer 
holy thinges.Letnot this doggereceiue 
that holy thing, There 1s a dogge, that 
cryeth with the woeman of Canaan , 
trueth Lord,I confeſſe,thatIam adog, 
yet the whelps may gather yp thecrums 
tharfal fro the childres table: Chriſt wil 
haue that haly thing to be giuen to this 


dogge 
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dog.Caſt not pearls before ſwin. Truth, 
if they bee foule,and treade them vnder 
theirfcete,orit they bee waſht, and re- 
turne backe too their wallowingin the 
myre. Butif wee which were ſwine, are 
by the blood of Chriſte waſhed,and by 
the water of regeneration ſan&ified, & 
of {wine are made lambes, let vs have 
that pearl,we wil not tread it vader our 
feete. QneGoſpell,yet diuerſly it wor- 
keth in divers mens heartes, Water wil 
harden yron,and ſoften the earth. The 
Sanne drieth clay, and melteth waxe: 
the ſecede in good groiid, bringeth forth 
increaſe : but ſowed among ſtones or 
thornes,it bringeth foorth no fruit, The 
fault is not in the ſeede,butin the ſoyle; 
the Sunne to vs that haue cleare ſight is 
comfortable ; to the man that is pore- 
blinde, it is hurtfull, Blame not the 
Sunne bur the foole that will turne his 
eyes towardes the Sunne.. Suger to vs 
that bee in health is ſweete : to the ſicke 
ofan Agueitis bitter : the Suger1s-not 
bitter,his raſt is naught. Daintie meates 
to ſome ſtomackes are wholeſome, to 
others they arc fulſome, the fault is not 

A Fs in 
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in the meate, butin the ſtomacke. E- 
uen ſo Chriſte crucified, is tothe Iews 
aſtumbling blocke, tothe Grecian fo- 
liſhneſſe: but to rhem that arecalled,he 
is the power of God,and the wiſedome 
. of God: bee they Iew or Grecian, bond 
or free, male or female, Wherefore, 
thirdly I anſwere : though drunkardes 
and toſſe pottes abuſe wine, yet wineis 
profitable : though vſurers and coueto- 
us men abuſe money, yet money is ne- 
cefſary ; though cutters and {winge- 
bucklers abuſe weapons , yet weapons 
are needfull.Right fo,though theword 
of God by Heretikes,and Athiltes bee 
abuſed,yet it is not to beforbidden.Be- 
cauſe it giueth wiſedome euen vnto the 
ſimple: becauſe it hath mike for babes, 
id_—_ meatefor men: becauſe it is 
alanterne toour feet,anda light toour 
pathes: becauſe it doth lighte vs that ſit 
m darknefle.and in the ſhadow of death 
and doth guide —_ __ the way of 
Eo! :_ peace.Let them with Othoreaſon thus 
} —_ oy abſordly: the title ſet ouer Chriſts head 
a by pilat was —_— ————

#t Chriſtes Church, 
and Latine : therefore the worde muſte 
be read in one of theſe tongues, wee 
thus affirme : that God, who did con» Gey,1 g; 
founde the rongues of all men atthe 
building of Babell,they before hauing 
all one language : that God1I ſay at the 
beginning of the building of his church 
did giue to his Apoſtles and ſervantes, 
not onely the knowledge of Hebrew, 
Grecke, and Latine, but of all langua- 
ges in the worlde : that all tongues vn- 
» | derheauen,all nations ynderthe Sunne 
might, reade,heare,and pray, in their 
owne language, in their owne mother 
tongne. Wee therefore {ay with Cy- 
prian Non videndum oft, quid aliqui ante 
nos fecerunt, ſed quidille, quiante on- 
zes eſt,faciendum mandarit,\ We muſtnot 
care, what they haue doone which were 
beforevs : but what hee doeth com- 
maund to be doone, which was before 
all , Ler vs then remember our miſe- 
rable eſtate, howe wee fate downe and "| 
wept, to rememberSyon : howewe | 
ſought the word in —_— * 
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howe the Goſpel was mingled with ya- 
nities : how it wasinaſtrange language 
haw it was hid from the common peo- 
ple, Olet vs nowethen bee thankefull 
ynto the Lorde,and that the world may 
knowe that wee are thankefull, let vs 
labour for that meate whiche indureth 
ynto euerlaſting life. As the Philiſtines 
coulde not preuaile againit Sampſon, 
although his heyfer had betraied him, 
and his hayre cut of, vntill they had 
pluckt out his cies:{o the Papiltes could 
by no means fo ſone get the vpper had, 
as by pulling out the eyes of the people, 
by taking from them their light, ſight, 
knowledge,and vnderſtanding,making 
them blinde,not as whelpes,whiche ſee 
after 1x. dayes, not as the blinde man, 
who ſawe men astrees : not as Paule 
whoſe cies were open,yet ſawe nothing 
by reaſon of his ſcales : but as blinde as 
Motes,as blinde as beetles,as blinde as 
the men of Sodome, who couldenot 
finde Lots doore: as blinde as the king 
of Arams ſeruantes, who came to bring 
Elizeus to their maifter, but were by 


him, not ſeeing whither they wente, 


brought 
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brought into Samaria.Bur as the Lorde 
opened theeyes of Hagar, that ſhe ſawe 
the well of water : as he opened the cies 
of Elizeus his man, that hee {awe the 
mountaines full of Chariots and hories 
of fier : as hee opened the cies of Paule, 
that the ſcales fcll from his cies:{o hath 
hee nowe opened our cies,that wee (ce 
the wonderous thinges of his lawe,the 
light of his truth, the brightneſle of his 
woorde,the ſhining beames of his glo- 
rious Goſpell, Noah reioyced when hee 
ſawe the Doue come in with a leafe in 
her mouth, wherby he knew the waters 
were abated : Ioſhuareioyced when hee 
{awe the Sun ſtand ſtill for a whole day, 
whereby hee knewehis enimies ſhoulde 
bee diſcomfhited ; Ifraell reioyced,when 
hee ſawe the clowde,or the piller of fier 
whereby hee knewe that by the Lord he 
was guided, Elias reioyced when he ſaw 
the clowde no bigger then an hande, 
whereby hee knewe the earth ſhould be 
watered : Ezechias reioyced when hee 
ſawe the ſhadowe goe backe x, degrees, 
whereby hee knewe his dayes were pro+ 
longed :; the wiſe menreioyced when 


they 
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they ſawe the ſtarre, whereby they knew 
that to leſus they ſhould be conducted, 
The wiſe men retoyced when they (awe 
Chriſte in the manger : the ſhepheardes 
when they harde the newes. Simeon, 
when heimbraced him in his ſwadling 
clowtes : Thomas, when hee felte his 
woundes: Steuen, when he {aw the hea- 
uens open, Eucn ſoiuſt cauſc haue wee 
to lift yp our heartes and reioyce. For 
many kinges,wiſe men, prophertes, fa- 
thers,haue deſired to heare thoſe things 
which wee heare, and coulde not heare 
themzand to ſee thoſe'dayes which wee 
ſce, but coulde nor ſee them. The Lorde 
graunt , that as wee haue cies and ſee, 
taſte and feele this meate. So we may 
hane mindes to deſire it, and willes 
tolabour for it Againe, remem- 
 ber,as the Philiſtines left neuer a wher- 
ſtone,no ſpeare, onely two ſwordes, no 
ſmith in all the lande of Iſraell,leaſt ſaid 
they,the Hebrwes makethem ſwordes 
and ſpeares, and fo preuaile againſt vs : 
ſo the vncircumciſed Romanes,the Po« 
piſh ſhauelings,the ſuperſtitious,E 
tians,Chirſtians without, & none with« 


in,lewesinthefleb, & notinthe hearty 
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Iſcaclites in the lctter,andnot inthe ſpi= 
rit,who ſought praiſe of men,bur none 
of God,left very fewe whetitones, tew 
ſwordes,that is , very few Teſtamentes 
and Bibles, left fewe Smithes, that is 
fewe builders in Gods Churche among 
vs,lcaſt the Proteſtantes,ſaid they,make 
them ſwordes and ſpeares, and ſo pre- 
uaile againſt ys. Olet vs reioyce and 
be thankful . For as Ionathan with one 
{woorde ouercame the Philiſtines : fo 
Gods miniſters by one ſwoorde, the 
ſworde of ſpirite,the wordeof G O D, 
haue pulled downe the power & king- 
dome of Antichriſt, God graunt he ne= 
uer riſe again in England. As waxe mel- 
teth at the Sunne, as the farof lambes 
conſumeth before the fier- as the heate 
dryeth vp theclowdes : asthe Lion go- 
ethinto his denne, when man goerh 
foorth to his worke, as the Owle flieth 
to his hole,when the day ſtarre appea- 
reth: as Dagon fell downe before the 
arke of the Lord-:as Bell & the Dragon 
were deſtroied before the face of Da- 
niell,ſo the milts of Egypt vaniſhed, the 
Lions of Babilon were vanquiſhed, the 
owlesof Rome departed,the fat greic 


of Antichziſte melted , the Gods of 
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that Sunne of perdition were with ys in 
Englande all deitroyed,they al come to 
nothing,wheriit pleaſed the Lorde too 
ſende his hier, his heatyhis ſonne,his day 
ſtarre,his ark and his Daniell,thar 1s,hig 
worde and minilters amonglt vs. Let ys 
then reaiember howe cruelly we were 
handeled,and reioyce in the Lorde that 
wee are ſo mercifully deliuered : but I 
would toGod that many were not ſory 
forthe departure of this whoore out of 
England:loke you to your felues,chicfly 
O ye merchants. For you may ſceme to 
haue moſt cauſe tolament for thefall of 
that great {trumpet, For thus {ayth the 
Angel! : The kinges of the carth (hal be- 
waile her, and lament for her, which 
haue committed fornication with herz 
they ſhall cry, Alas, alas, the great citie 
Babilon , that mightie cirie $ but why 
ſhall they ſo lament 2 becauſe ,ſaith hee, 
they liucd in pleaſure with her:yea chict- 
ly the merchantes of the earth(ſaith the 
Angel) ſhall weepe and waile over her 
yea,cuery ſhipmailter, andall the peo- 
ple that occupic ſhippes, and ſhipmen, 
and whoſocuer trafficke on the Sea, ſhal 
Nande 
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ſtande a farreof and crye: Alas, alas; 

that greatcitie. But why thal merchants 

and all ſhipmen crieſo? Becauſeno mari 

buyeth their ware any' more : and by 

that whore(ſaith hee)were maderich al 

-that had ſhippes on the Sea, by her 
coltlinefle; Bee not ſoty for her : marke 

what the Angell ſaith in thatplaces O 

heauen,reioyce of her,ard the holy A- 

poſtles and Prophetes, and pray vnto 

the Lorde that ſheneuerreturne hyther 
againe. When Dagon fel downe before :,Saw.j? 

the arke of the Lord: the firſt rime, hee 

was not broken : hee was ſet vp the ſe- 

cond time,but then the head of Dagon 
and his handes were broken of. Thar

hath throwne downe this whore: and 
wetruſtthatall the kings of the earth 
all Popes, all Pricſtes, ' all Monkesall 
Friers, all Nunnes ſhall nor bee able to 
lift hervp againe, She was in England 
a glorious whore, & a gorgeous whore, 
therefore her deſolation is more ſhame- 
full: ſhe was in England an high whore, 
and an heauie whore.

will fall from their ſtanding : Iloue the 
Goſpell ſaith the worldly man, but as

as I haue peace, and quietneſſe :; bur if 
perſecution come ,. as lice forſake the 
head when the man 1s dying : asrattes 
forſake a houſe thatis ruinous, or hath 
no vicuall,ſowill Ileaue the Goſpell,if 
i bring a {woorde, or warre, or take a- 
way my goods, Allthe Apoſtles for- 
fooke Chriſte in time of danger,” and. 
Demas did forſake Paule;and imbraced 
this preſent worlde . Bur femember 
this O man, Hee that louethlandes,1i- 
uings,or life,more then the Goſpel, (it 
is as true as the Goſpell,for itis inthe 
Goſpell) hee ſhall neuer come to hea- 
nen, bring hee nener ſo manye keyes 
from Rome in his hande - but hee 
that ſkall looſe life , or liuing for the 
Goſpell (1t isas rrue as the Goſpell, 
for it is in the.

a bleſſed, immortall, euerlaſting life 
in heauen. Satan goeth aboutto wi- 
nowe you as wheate: ſtande faſt in the 
faith,a lawe in your members;rebelleth 
againſt the lawe of your mindes, ſtande 


faſtin the faith : the fleſhe fighteth a- 


gainſt the ſpirite, ſtand faſt in the faith: 
the worlde plucketh you by the fleeue 
to looke backe, ſtande faſtin the faith, 
Athiſtes and Papiſtes, and other here- 
tikes are tripping at your heeles,[tande 
faſt in the faith, itis worth the noting: 
that our Sauiour in the ſeconde and 
thirde ofthe Reuelation, docth ſeuen 
times atthe leaſt vtter theſe wordes, hee 
that ouercommeth &c.
